The purpose of this hearing is to receive evidence that will asss the State Water Resources
Control Board (SWRCB) in determining whether and under what conditions to gpprove a
Petition for Long-Term Transfer filed on March 19, 2001 by the Merced Irrigation Didtrict
(Merced) and Modesto and Turlock Irrigation Digtricts (MID/TID) (collectively referred to
herein as“ petitioners’) pursuant to Water Code sections 1707 and 1735 et seq. The
petitioners seek approva of along-term transfer of water and change in place of use and
purpose of use of water under Merced' s Licenses 2685, 6047, and 11395 (Applications 1224,
10572, and 16186) and MID/TID’s Licenses 5417 and 11058 (Applications 1233 and 14127).
